MONTS, France, June 3.—(4)—

eyed, American-born Wallis War- 
field were married today in the 
ancient and turreted Chateau de 
Cande in this pastoral village of 
sunny France, and with a wistful 
plea for privacy to work out their 
own happiness departed for a 
honeymoon in Austria. 

Two simple services united the 


couple, whose romance roused 
Britain’s mighty empire to grave 
debate over the rights of consti- 
tutional monarchs and led Edward 
to quit the throne of his father be- 
cause he could not have the radi- 
ant Wallis as his queen. 

The rotund country doctor and 
mayor of Monts, Charles Mercier, 
«vead the civil service prescribed 
” by French law before required 
witnesses in the chateau salon. 

The wilful, “poor man’s parson” 
who ignored the Church ‘of Eng- 
jJand’s opposition to remarriage by 
the twice-divorced Mrs. Warfield, 
read the religious service. He,was 
the Rev. R. Anderson Jardine, 
vicar of St. Paul’s church, Darling- 
ton, England. 

Wallis Becomes Duchess.

had become the Duchess of Wind- | 


gor. The religious service in the 
chateau music room before 38 per- 
sons, including this writer, was 
ended at 12:14 p. m., with the re- 
luctant blessing of England’s 
church by the Rev. Mr. Jardine, 
“who solemnly proclaimed: 

“Those whom God has joined 
together, let no man put asunder. 
...I1 pronounce that they be man 
and wife together, in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 

Then the excited Duke and his 
slender, vivacious bride turned to 
receive the godspeed of their 
friends, to be toasted in cham- 
pagne, and to address to “the pub- 
lic’ their hope that the days in 
which they have been compelled 
to live in the trying spotlight of 
world attention—as they have 
lived since the abdication crisis— 
be at an’ end. 

“We shall never forget their 
friendly messages which mean so 
much to us today,” their joint 
message said.

BRITAIN OFFICIALLY 
IGNORES WEDDING 


Royal Family Maintains 
Routine; Church Says 
Rites ‘A Benediction.’ 


LONDON, June 3.~-(UP)—Brit- 
ain today officially ignored the 
wedding of former King Edward 
VIII and an American-born di- 
vorcee with painstaking thorough- 
ness—so painstaking that it mir- 
rored the agitation that _ still 
rankles in British hearts. 

The royal family went about 
its daily ‘routine with an adher- 
ence to its regular schediiles that 
was so meticulous it was notice- 
able. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain ig- 
nored a request in the house of 
commons that he explain whether 
the government had wired its con- 
gratulations to the abdicated King. 

The Church of England, through 
official spokesmen, coldly referred 
to the religious ritual in the mar- 
riage at Monts, performed in de- 
fiance of its ban, as a “benedic- 
tion,” not a marriage. 

Behind the wall of official aloof- 
ness lay two.concrete fears: 

1, That Edward may return 
with his bride to England and live 
at Fort Belvedere, his bachelor 
residence when he was King. 

2. That he may go to the Unit-

Sale of the building would en- 
able the city to erect a newer and 
more modern structure on the old 
city hall site at Marietta and For- 
syth streets. The Marietta site 
was abandoned about eight years 
ago when the city expended ap- 
proximately $1,500,000 in  con- 
struction of its new building. The 
old tract is nearer the business 
district and there have been those 
who contended that it should 
never have been surrendered.

Although White refused to re- 
veal the prospective client, it was 
unofficially reported that a large 
insurance company is considering 
seriously establishment of south- 
eastern headquarters in Atlanta.

PARAMARIBO, Dutch Guiana, 
June 3.—Rain clouds hung ,around 
Caripito this morning as we left 
Venzuela. We flew over jungle 
most of the way.to the coast, and 
then played hide-and-seek with 
showers of rains until I decided I 
had better forego the scenery and 
climb up ontop. An altitude of 
8,000 feet topped all but-the high- 
est clouds. 

Strong head winds again today 
cut the speed:to an average of 
only 148 miles. I cannot make fast 
time. at a low. altitude, other con- 
ditions being the same, for it is 
too hard on the engines to open 
the throttles wide when: near the 
ground, except momentarily, on a 
take-off.

ON COURT CHANGE 


Indicates Administration 
Is Ready To Submit 
Amendments; Senator 
and President Confer. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—(P)~— 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the majority leader, strongly indi- 
cated after a White House confer- 
ence tonight that the administra- 
tion may propose a compromise on 
the supreme court reorganization. 

Robinson at the same time said 
he was not a candidate himself 
for the supreme court vacancy 
created by the retirement of Jus- 
tice Van Devanter and that it had 
not been discussed with the Presi- 
dent. 

The Arkansas senator said after 
the two-hour session at the execu- 
tive mansion that the bill to add 
new justices to the court if in- 
cumbents over 70 do not retire 
would be pressed for action at this 
session. 

He quickly added, however, that 
some amendments would be sub- 
mitted and that he may offer one 
himself.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—(#)— 
President Roosevelt asked con- 
gress today for legislation giving 
every major river valley in the 
nation a TVA of its own. 

While Republicans and the or- 
ganized public utilities denounced 
the plan, and administration ad- 
herents came -to its defense, Sen- 
ator Norris, Independent, Nebras- 
ka, called the “Father of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority,” intro- 
duced a bill to make the proposal 
effective. 

With a plea for conservation of 
tie nation’s natural wealth and. 
for protection against dust storms, 
floods and drouths, Mr. Roosevelt 
proposed that ‘the- country be 
blanketed with seven regional 
authorities, to have charge of the 
work. 

He suggested the territories as- 
signed to them be the Atlantic 
seaboard, the Great Lakes . and 
Ohio valley, the drainage basin 
of the Tennessee and Cumber- 
land rivers, the basins of the Mis- 
souri river and Red River of the 
North, the basins of the Arkansas, 
Red and Rio Grande rivers, the 
basins of the Colorado and rivers 
flowing into the Pacific south of 
the California-Oregon boundary, 
and’ the basin of the Columbia 
river. To those he added the ex- 
isting Mississippi river commis- 
sion,. which would be left undis- 
turbed.

Ideas for desserts have a way 
of flowing sluggishly in hot weath- 
er, and it is only too easy for us 
to give up with the melancholy 


reflection that everything’s been 
done before. 

To delight the eye as well as 
the palate, try the following recipe 
for Windmill Cake: 


Windmill Cake. 


Three cups sifted cake flour, 1-4 
teaspoon salt, 1 1-2 cups graaulat- 
ed sugar, 1-2 cup water, 1-4 tea- 
spoon almond extract, 3 tea8poons 
double-acting baking powder, 1-2 
cup butter or other shortening, 1-2 
cup milk, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 3 
egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift 
together three times. Cream but- 
ter thoroughly, add granulated 
Sugar gradually and cream _  to- 
gether until light and fluffy. Add 
flour, alternately with liquid, a 
small amount at a time, beating 
after each addition until smooth. 
Add flavoring; fold in egg whites 
quickly and thoroughly. Bake in 
two greased nine-inch layer pans 
in moderate oven (375 degrees 
Fahrenheit) 20 minutes. Spread 
chocolate frosting between layers 
and on top and sides of cake. 
Sprinkle moist, sweetened coconut 
on alternating sections, beginning 
from top center and work out and 
down on sides. 

-To toast coconut: spread coconut 
in thin layer in pan or baking 
sheet. Place in hot oven (400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) or under broil- 
er. Toast until delicately browned 
stirring frequently to prevent 
burning. 

Raisin Apple Cake. 

(or deep-type Apple Pie.) 

e cup seedless raisins, 7 cups 
thinly sliced cooking apples, 1 1-4 
to 1 1-2 cups water, 3-4 cup gran- 
ulated sugar, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
teaspoon allspice, 3 tablespoons 
butter. Pastry, basis 3 cups flour. 

Frosting: 1-3 cup sieved Ameri- 
can cheese, 1 1-2 cups powdered 


sugar,- 3 os 4 ‘tablespoons cream, 
1-2 teaspoon cinnamon. 

Rinse and drain raisins, Com- 
bine sliced apples and water; cov- 
er and cook about five minutes. 
Add raisins, sugar, salt and all- 
spice, and blend lightly. Pour into 
a pastry-lined pan (about 11x8x 
1 1-2 inches), dot with butter, and 
cover with pastry top. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees Fahrenh®it) 
about 30 minutes. When cake has 
cooled slightly, blend frosting in- 
gredients thoroughly and spread 
over top. Serve cold. 

Serves 12 to 15. 

Pie is generally a favorite. Here 
are some recipes that will enable 
you to serve a favorite sweet and 
still be in the mood of summer. 

Pineapple Meringue Pie. 

Three cups unsweetened pine- 
apple juice, 2 cups sugar, 1-4 cup 
lemon juice, grated rind of 2 lem- 
ons, 1 tablespoon melted butter, 4 
tablespoons starch, 1-8 teaspoon 
salt, 4 egg yolks, 4 egg whites for 
meringue. Baked 10-inch pie shell. 

Mix together the sugar, corn- 
starch, pineapple.juice, lemon juice 
and salt in the top of a double 
boiler. Place over boiling water 
and cook until thick and clear— 
about 20 minutes. Stir frequently. 
Add the mixture slowly to the well 
beaten egg yolks. Stir until well 
blended and return to the double 
boiler. Cook until mixture thick- 
ens and pour into the baked pie 
shell. Allow to cook slightly. 

To make meringue: beat the egg 
whites and when almost stiff add 
4 tablespoons powdered sugar. 
Whip until very stiff. Pile the me- 
ringue lightly on the filling and 
spread over the top with a spoon. 
Bake in a moderate oven until the 
meringue is set and brown. 

Creamy Custard Pie. 


Roll 12 graham crackers fine, 
add 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 tea- 
spoon flour, 1-4 cup melted short- 
ening and 2 tablespoons sugar. 
Mix well and use to line pie plate. 
Pour into it the following filling: 

Cook in a double boiler, stirring 
constantly until thick; 3 egg yolks, 
1 cup evaporated milk diluted 
with 1 clip water, 1-4 cup sugar 
and 2 tablespoons cornstarch. Add 
1-2 teaspoon vanilla. Bake the pie 
in a very moderate oven for 1-2 
hour, top with meringue made 
with egg whites and 2 tablespoons 
sugar, sprinkle with graham 
cracker crumbs and brown lightly. 
Serve the pie cold. 

Strawberry Julep Pie. 

Thre cups strawberries, 1 1-4 
cups sugar, 1 1-2 cups water, 4 
to 6 sprigs mint or 1-2 teaspoon 
mint flavoring, 1 1-2 tablespoons 
unflavored gelatine dissolved in 
1- cup cold water, 1-8 teaspoon 
salt. 

Wash and hull strawberries. 
Drain well. Bruise mint. Mix sug- 
ar, salt, water and mint. Bring 
slowly to a boil. Simmer slowly 
10 minutes. Remove mint leaves. 
Pour over soaked gelatine. Stir. 
Let stand until gelatine is ready 
to set. Pour into baked pastry shell 
(See recipe below.) Chill in re- 
frigerator. Before serving, cover 
with sweetened whipped cream. 

Pie Crust. 

Two cups sifted flour, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon baking 
powder, 2- 3 cup shortening. Cold 
water (about 4 tablespoons.) 

Sift together the dry ingredients. 
Add the shortening and cut it in 
with the back and edge of spoon 
or two knives or a fork until the 
mixture is like very coarse meal. 
Then lightly mix in the water with 
a fork; add only enough water to 
make a dough of the consistency 
to roll. Take up the paste with 
floured hands and press it lightly 
together. (It should be kept as dry 
as possible). Place ona lightly 
floured board and with a floured 
rolling pin roll to 1-8th inch thick-

WASHINGTON, June. 3.—(AP 
Following is the av. of ealens | 


today on regional planning: 

‘Nature has given recurrent and 
“poignant warnings through dust 
storms, floods and drouths that 
we must act while there is yet 
time if we would’ p. e for 
ourselves and our posterity the 
natural sources of a ‘virile na- 
tional life. te ee 

Experience has taught us that 
the prudent husbandry of our na- 
tional estate requires far-sighted 
management. Floods, - drouths 
and dust storms are‘in a very real 
sense manifestations of nature’s 
refusal to tolerate continued 
abuse of her bounties, Prudent 
management demands not merely 
works which will guard against 
these. calamities, but carefully 
formulated plans to prevent their 
occurrence. Such plans require 
co-ordination of many related ac- 
tivities, 

Flood Prevention Measures. 

_For instance, our recent expe- 

riences of floods have made clear 
that the problem must be ap- 
proached as one involving more 
than great works on main streams 
at the places where major disas- 
ters threaten to occur. There 
must also be measures of preven- 
tion and control among tribu- 
taries and throughout the entire 
headwaters areas. A compre- 
hensive plan of flood control 
must embrace not only down- 
stream levees and floodways, and 
retarding dams and reservoirs on 
major tributaries, but also small- 
er dams and reservoirs on the 
lesser tributaries, and measures 
of applied conservation through- 
out an entire drainage area, such 
as restoration of forests and 
grasses on inferior lands, and en- 
couragement of farm practices 
which ‘diminish runoff and pre- 
vent erosion on arable lands. 

Taking care of our natural es- 
tate together with the stopping 
of existing waste and building it 
back to a higher productivity is 
a national problem. At last we 
have undertaken a_ national 
policy. 

But .it is not wise to -direct 
everything from Washington. Na- 
tional planning should start at 
the bottom; or, in other words, 
the problems of townships, 
counties and states, should be co- 
ordinated through large geo- 
graphical regions and come to the 
capital of the nation for final co- 
ordination. Th the congress 
would receive a complete picture 
in which no local detaii had been 
overlooked. 

Local Aid Is Needed. 


It is also well to remember that 
improvements of our national 
heritage frequently confer spe- 
cial benefits upon regions imme- 
diately affected, and a large 
measure of co-operation from 
state and local agencies in the 
undertaking and financing of im- 
portant projects may fairly be 
asked for. 

Any ‘division of the United 
States into regions for the hus- 
bandry of its resources must pos- 
sess some degree of flexibility. 
The area more suitable as a re-| 
gion for the carrying out of an 
integrated’ program designed to} 
prevent floods is the basin in- 
cluding the watersheds of a 
pivotal river. But other prob- 
lems dependent upon other com- 
binations of natural economic 
and social factors, may require a 
somewhat different area to per- 
mit the most effective functional 
program. For instance, the prob- 
lem of the Great Plains area is a 
problem of deficient rainfall, rel- 
atively high winds, loose, friable 
soils, and unsuitable agricultural 
practices, | ’ 

The natural area for solution of 
the Great Plains drouth problem 
is different from that for the so- 
lution of dynamic water prob- 
lems presented by the rivers 
which traverse that area. The 
rational area for administration 
of a Great Plains rehabilitation 
program crosses the drainage 
areas of a number of parallel 
major tributaries of the Missis- 
sippi river. It should therefore 
be kept in mind that in establish- 
ing .a region for one type of com- 
prehensive program, parts or all 
of the same area may be included 
in a different region for another 
type of comprehensive program, 
with the result of a federal sys- 
tem, as it were, of programs and 
administrative areas for solution 
of basically different yet inter- 
related problems. 

Immediate Action Important. 

Neither the exact scope nor the 
most appropriate administrative 
mechanism for regional hus- 
bandry can at the start be 
projected upon any single blue 
print. But it is important that 
we set up without delay some re- 
gional machinery to acquaint us 
with our problem. 

I think, however, that for the. 
time being we might give consid- 
eration to the creation of seven 
regional authorities or agencies, 
one on the Atlantic seaboard; a 
second for the Great Lakes and 
Ohio valley; a third for the drain- 
age basin of the Tennessee and 
Cumberland rivers; a fourth em- 
bracing the drainage basins of 
the Missouri river and the Red 
river of the north; a fifth em- 
bracing the drainage basins of the 
Arkansas, Red, and Rio Grande 
rivers; a sixth for the basins of 


flowing into the Pacific south of 
the California-Oregon line; and 
a seventh for the Columbia river 
basin. And in addition I should 
leave undisturbed. the Mississippi 
River Commission which is well 
equipped to handle the problems 
immediately attending the chan- 
nel of that great river. 

Apart from the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, the Columbia Valley 
Authority, and the Mississippi 
River Commission, ,the work of 
these regional bodies, at least in 
their early years, would consist 


plans to conserve and safeguard 
the prudent use of waters, water- 
power, soils, forests and other 
resources of the areas entrusted 
to their charge. 

Provide Useful Mechanism. 

Such regional bodies would also 
a useful mechanism 


through | which consultation 
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agencies working in the field 
could be effected for the devel« 
opment of integrated programs 
of related activities. Projected 
programs would be reported by; 
the regional bodies annually ta 
the congress | the Presi-< 
dent, after he has had the projects 
checked and revised in light of 
national budgetary considerationg 
and of national planning policies, 
When the National Planning 
Board is established, I should ex< 
pect to use that agency to co< 
ordinate the development of re« 
gional planning toensureconform¢ 
ity to national policy, but not td 
give to the proposed. National 
Planning Board any executive au< 
thority over the construction of 
public works or over manageé 
ment of completed works. 
Projects authorized to be undere 
taken by the congress could thes 
be carried out in whole or in part 
by those departments of the gov- 
ernment best equipped for the 
purpose, or if desirable in any, 
particular case by one of the re« 
gional bodies. There should be 
a close co-ordination of the work 
done by the various agencies of 
government to prevent friction, 
overlapping and unnecessary ad« 
ministrative expense and to en- 
sure the integrated development 
of related activities, 
Co-operation With States. 

There should be the closest co< 
operation also with the develop< 
ing state and local agencies in this 
field, particularly the state, re- 
gional and local planning boards 
and the commissions on interstate 
co-operation which work through 
interstate compacts ratified by the 
congress and through interstate 
administrative arrangements. And 
provision should be made for the 
effective administration of hydro< 
electric projects which have been 
or may be undertaken as a part of 
a multiple purpose watershed de< 
velopment. The water-power re<« 
sources of the nation must be 
protected from private monopoly 
and used for the benefit of thd 
people. 

This proposal is in the interest 
of economy and the prevention of 
overlapping or one-side develo 
ments. It leaves the congresd 
wholly free to determine wha 
shall be undertaken and provides 
the congress with a complet 
picture not only of the needs of 
each one of the regions, but o 
the relationship of each of thé 
regions to the whole nation. 

If, for example, the congress 
could have had before it at this 
session a complete picture of im 
mediate and long-term needs 
think its task in providing - for 
flood -prevention and drouth 
emergencies would have been ay 
easier one. 

For nearly a year I have stud« 
ied this great subject intensive« 
ly and have discusséd it with 
many of the members of the sen- 
ate and the house of representa~ 
tives. My recommendations in 
this message fall into the same 
category as my former recom- 
mendation -relating to the reor< 
ganization of the executive 
branch of the government. I 
hope, therefore, that both of these 
important matters may have yous 
attention at this session.

New Detention Home for Juveniles 
To Be Opened Formally Tomorrow 


Citizens Invited To Inspect 


$140,000 Shelter Crowning 


15 Years of Judge Watkins’ Efforts To Gain 
Suitable Quarters for Delinquents. 


Futon county’s new $140,000 ju- 
venile detention home on Central 
avenue will be formally opened 
tomorrow when citizens are in- 
vited to inspect “their” newest 
public building between the hours 
of 11 and 1 o’clock, 

Today is moving day for the ju- 
venile court and last sessions will 
be held in the courthouse proper. 
Tomorrow, the entire staff and 
court will report at the new 
building, which will house offices, 
courtroom, delinquents and recre- 
ational rooms. 

Watkins Prime Mover. 


Judge Garland M. Watkins, of 
the juvenile court, originated the 
move to secure the new home. The 
opening tomorrow will climax 14 
years’ effort on his part to secure 
a suitable home for delinquent 
children of the county. 

Federal funds for constructing 
the building were obtained when 
Judge Watkins and county com- 
missioners interested WPA  offi- 
cials in the project. The WPA 
provided $97,977.43 and the coun- 
ty $25,081.41 for the actual con- 
struction of the building. Addi- 
tional expenses such as furnish- 
ings, shrubbery, concrete paving 
and so forth, raised the total cost 
to approximately $140,000. 

The building is three stories 
high with a roof garden and a 
basement. It provides adequate 
space to house 75 children at one 
time, providing segregation . of 
white male and female children 
and negro male and female. White 
children will occupy wards on the 
third floor while the. negroes. will 
be assigned to the first floor. On 
the second floor are the waiting 
rooms, investigators’ offices, court- 
room and judge’s chambers, 


‘Recreation Provided... 


Recreational rooms - 
ed on the third floor 
is so arranged as ‘to allow ‘its 
in the cool of the evening., The 
kitchen and- dining rooms are on 
the first floor while a complete 
clinic is provided on the third. 

At this new home will be kept 
children under 16 years of age: 
until their cases can be disposed 
of or they can be placed in suit- 
able’ homes: as adopted children. 

Sixteen trained social workers 
are included on the staff of the 
juvenile court and will be in di- 
rect supervision of future work at 
the detention home. 

Since Judge Watkins was elect- 
ed to the juvenile court bench in 
1920, 40,000 delinquent children 
of the county have had their fu- 
ture shaped by his. decisions, 
which won for him reputation as 
an outstanding. juvenile authori- 
ty in the nation. 

The juvenile court «was estab- 
lished in 1915. and: the late’W. W. 
Tindall was. its first judge. Judge 
Watkins succeeded - him. |

Today on the campus of Tuskegee Institute 
in Alabama there is a bronze bust, atop a 
marble pedestal, of George Washington Carver. 

More than 70 years ago George Washington 
Carver was born of slave parents in Missouri.

His mother was never heard of 
again, but the tiny child was bought in a trade 
for a race horse valued at $300. 

He worked his way through high school and 
college. He won his B. 8S. in agriculture at the 
Iowa A. & M. College in 1894.

Simpson College, Iowa, in 1928, 


He now occupies the chair 
of director of the department of agricultural 
research,

acy Charges 
Oil Empire 


Effigies of Financial Wizard Are Splattered With Mud as 
Hissing Crowds Gather About 
| Receiving Stations. 


(This is the ninth chapter in a 
series of daily instalments which 
are an authentic chronicle of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s life and career.)

John D.’s'chief purchasing agent 
on Oil Creek was Jabez Bostwick, 
a man of his own cut, who had 
been a director of the South Im- 
provement Company. 

One day Bostwick announced 
that he would buy no oil unless 
offered at less than the market 
price. Also,’ that crude from the 
new and gushing Bradford field 
must be sold for inimediate ship- 
ment, not to be held for storage as 
had been customary. ; 

To the harassed well owners oi 
the oil regions, these “overt acts” 
were the last straw. Hissing 
crowds gathered about the Stand- 
ard receiving stations. Effigies of 
John D. were splattered with mud. 
An organization very much like 
the earlier and original Ku Klux 
Klan sprang into existence over- 
night. 

A committee posted off to Har- 
risburg, the state capital. Governor 
Hartranft came to Oil City in per- 
son to find out what the disturb- 
ance was about. He pledged sup- 
port to the independent oil men. 

Climax Reached. 

The situation came to a climax 
on April 29, 1879, when the grand 
jury of Clarion county indicted 
John D. Rockefeller, William 
Rockefeller, Jabez A. Bostwick, 
Henry M. Flagler, William G. 
Warden, Charles Lockhart and 
several other Standard officials. 
The indictments charged conspir- 
acy,. oppression, extortion. The 
Rockefellers and. others not resi- 
dent in Pennsylvania refused to 
submit to extradition. 

“This case will never be brought 
to trial,” asserted John D. calmly. 

The prediction proved true. Mys- 
terious influences appeared on the 
Standard side. The year following. 
1880, the producers, worn out and 
disorganized, accepted a pledge 
from John D. and the other de- 
fendants to cease the practices 
they had assailed. The suits were 
withdrawn. The producers knew 
they had been given merely a lip 
pledge. But by now they were 
thoroughly convinced that John D. 
Rockefeller could not be licked. 

In the early ’80s, Ida M. Tarbell 
points out, the oil regions looked 
upon John D. “with superstitious 
awe. Their notion of him was very 
much like that which the English 
common people had for Napoleon 
in the first part of the 19th cen- 
tury, which the peasants of Brit- 
tany have even todayfor the Eng- 
lish—a dread power, cruel, om- 
niscient, always ready to spring.” 

Probes Launched. 

However, the criminal charges 
focused ‘country-wide attention 
upon Standard Oil’s oblique acts. 
Civil investigations were launched 
in New York, Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. A legislative commission in 
New York arraigned Standard: Oil 
as “a mysterious organization 
whose business and transactions 
are of such a character that its 
members decline giving a history 
or description of it lest this tes- 
timony be used to convict them of 
a crime.” 

An ironic student of the times 
compared John D.’s long and bit- 
ter contest with the producers to 
the barbarous hostilities between 
the Guelfs and the Ghibellines. 

“John Rockefeller led the Ghi- 
bellines,” commented this observ- 
er, “Attila the Guelfs. Or some- 
one else equally ruthless and cruel. 
And, oh! the horrid things they 
said and the wicked things they 
did! Not even the Borgia boys and 
the de Medici girls excelled these 
leaders in cunning. If the Guelfs 
shot a dog, John bumped off two 
cats. If they burned a church, 
John poisoned a well. If they 
wrecked a refinery, John tore up 
a railroad.” 

Zenith Reached. 
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Vail: 


| In those crowded years of in-| 


trigue and stress, John D.’s genius | 
reached its zenith. He was now 
undisputed lord of oil. But, in the 
fires of that consuming struggle 
were laid the foundation for di- 
gestive and nervous maladies that 
caused him such misery and, tem- 
porarily, cost him his stomach, re- 
ducing his diet to that of the 
pauper. 

In 1882 he sat in a modest of- 
fice at 42 Broadway, New York. 
This was three years before the 
great Standard’ enterprises moved 
a few doors down the street and 


26 Broadway became the best 


known business address on earth. 

John D. had the world in his lap. 
He and the group he led control- 
led, almost exclusively, the manu- 
facture, transportation and sale of 
the fluid that men required to 
light their homes. and lubricate 
their machinery. 

He had merely to exact what 
the traffic would bear and “e 
would attain his ambition to be- 
come the richest man in the world.

Monthly Returns Must 
Made to U. S. on Social 
Security Dues. 


Failure of employers to pay so- 
cial security pay roll taxes month- 
ly will subject them to penalties of 
five to 25 per cent, W. E. Page, 
collector of internal revenue for 
Georgia, warned yesterday. 

Page said he believed many em- 
ployers were under the misappre- 
hension they were not subject to 
taxing provisions of Title VIII of 
the Social Security Act, which 
deals with old age benefits. He 
called attention to the section say- 
ing “every individual” shall pay 
income taxes on wages and “ev- 
ery employer” an excise tax on 
employes’ wages for this purpose. 

Too Many . Confused. 

Too many employers, he said, 
have confused these provisions 
with those of Title IX, which im- 


an excise tax on employers 
of eight or more for unemploy- 
ment compensation. 
“The Title VIII tax, Page said, 
“is due from every taxable em- 
loyer and from his - employes. 
t is due and payable monthly.

“Returns,” he said, “must be 
made for each separate month 
and accumulated returns will not 
be accepted.” 

Penalties Provided. 


He explained that employers of 
eight or more who have failed to 
make returns under Title IX on 
unemployment compensation face 
delinquent penalties ranging from 
five to 25 per cent of the tax their 
payrolls call for. Returns are to 
‘be made on internal revenue form 
No, 940 and were due April l. 
Penalties may be assessed on a 
basis of the length of the delin- 
quency period. 

The act calls for a pay roll tax 
of oné per cent on the 1936 pay- 
roll, containing eight or more per- 
sons on each of some 20 days dur- 
ing the taxable year, each day 
being in a different calendar week. 


In states such as Georgia, where 
there was no approved unemploy- 
ment compensation law in 1936, 
employers must make returns bas- 
ed on a one per cent tax on their 
1936 payroll. When this _ state 
adopts an unemployment compen- 
sation law and it is approved by 
the Federal Social Security Board, 
an employer will be entitled to a 
credit of 90 per cent of his fed- 
eral tax, provided he has contrib- 
uted this amount, at least, to the 


approved state fund.

Edward Appears Haggard, 
But Smiles; Wallis Drops 
to 115-Pound Weight.

MONTS, France, June 3.—(By 
Wireless)—Two things happened 
today at the Chateau De Cande 
that a lot of wise folks insisted 
never would take place, The 
King who tossed a crown over- 
board for his love married the 
American woman who turned the 
British empire upside down. The 
powerful Church of England, 


which, through the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, turned thumbs down 
on a twice-divorced favorite in 
Buckingham Palace, saw a vicar 
of the Anglican faith sanctify the 
union which the royal family has 
snubbed since the coronation. 

Immediately after the ceremo- 
nies the guests stirred and began 
moving toward the couple and out 
to the long dining room where the 
wedding breakfast was to be 
spread. 

Visit Newhy weds. 


After the feast, 22 of tne more 
than 100 correspondents were per- 
mitted to pass the chateau gate, 
which had been a deadline this 
last week, for a brief visit with 
the newlyweds. 

Rogers met us at the door of 
the game room, where the Duke 
had listened to the coronation of 
his younger brother on May 12. 
Our host suggested that each of 
us say a few words of congratu- 
lation as we were presented. We 
agreed, however, that it would be 
nicer if one of us should speak 
for all, Percy Philip, of the New 
York Times, being selected, 

Rogers suggested that we form 
in a single line at the low steps 
leading to the front entrance of 
the ancient mansion. At a nod 
from him we passed through the 
open door, and, almost immediate- 
ly, the Duke of Windsor appeared, 
looking drawn and serious.

Many of the Galapagos islands 
have English names, but they be- 
long to Ecuador. They were an- 
nexed to Ecuador in 1832. A few 
years later they were visited by 
Charles Darwin, English scientist. 
He reported that one of them was 
the home of from 200 to 300 per- 
sons, most of whom had been sent 
there as prisoners. .

There is a rainy season each 
year, but most of the moisture for 
crops is obtained from wet mists, 
These mists gather on the south- 
ern slopes and often cause good 
“drizzles.”

The average tem- 
perature is only about 75 degrees 
the year around.

A great deal of the rocky sur- 
face has crumbled into soil, and 
this soil can be used for growing 
crops. The islands today contain 
a few hundred inhabitants, and 
they make their living largely by 
raising sugar cane, cotton, vege- 
tables and grain. 

If a person looked only at the 
shores of the islands, he probably 
would think they were 

places, not fit for human beings 
to live on. Here and there he 
might notice a cactus plant or a 
small tree, but in general the low 
land looks gray and dead. 


If he went inland, however, on | 


them are tree-like and rise to a 
height of from 15 to 20 feet. 

The tortoises, or _“galapagos,” 
whose Spanish name was given to 
the islands, are found almost en- 
tirely in parts where the cactus 
grows. They do not have a steady 
supply of fresh water, but obtain 
all the water they need by eating 
pads of the cactus, which are 
about 80 per cent water. 

These big land turtles grow to 
a weight of from 500 to 600 
pounds. No one knows exactly 
how long they live, but some of 
the larger ones are believed to 
have been hatched from eggs at 
about the time Columbus sailed to 
the new world. 

The egg of a galapago is the 
size of a billiard ball. The new- 
hatched tortoise is only two or 
three inches long. If it is given 
enough time, it will grow into one 
of the largest, strangest and old- 
fest animals of the earth.

Held Indefinite Continu- 
ance of Gold ‘Sterilization.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 3—(7)— 
An announcement by Secretary 
Morgenthau that the treasury will 
borrow $800,000,000 next week in- 
dicated today that the administra- 
tion’s gold “sterilization” policy 
will be continued indefinitely.

HEALTH TALKS

NO ILL EFFECTS FROM SOLAR 
. - RADIATION, 

A pouular columnist who had 
an odd obsession that rays of the 
sun might penetrate the skull and 
cause deplorable damage to the 
membranes of the brain or to the 
brain itself, for years published a 
warning to that effect, and I 
fancy, kept as good many mil- 
quetoast readers well ‘covered when 
they would have enjoying going 
bareheaded. Also this funny teach- 
ing probably kept many children 
from enjoying the advantage of 
exposure to sunshine. 

Aside from sunburn or in ex- 
treme circumstances’ sunstroke, 
there is no such mysterious in- 
jury to be feared from exposure 
to sunlight. On the contrary, it is 
practically impossible for child or 
adult to absorb too much sunshine 
through naked skin, as long as the 
skin can take it without burning. 

A group of 28 children ranging 
in age from 6 to 15 years was ex- 
posed to sunlight from May to Oc- 
tober. These children became 
»beautifully tanned, of course, but 
none of them showed any ill ef- 
fects from long continued insola- 
tion. Biochemical studies of the 
blood and the’ secretions were 
made regularly; these tests show- 
ed an increase in the amount of 
calcium and phosphorus in the 
blood, but no disturbance of nor- 
mal mineral balance and no evi- 
dence of excess production of vit- 
amin D. Another study of 20 chil- 
dren who had been exposed to the 
sun during several summers in 
succession, also showed only bene- 
ficial results. 

Where the popular commentator 
got his strange idea about sun rays 
penetrating the skull and injuring 
the brain it is difficult to surmise. 
Out of his own highly imaginative 
inner consciousness, perhaps. Or 
maybe it was just a refinement of 
the old superstition of “dog days” 
—hot summer days when dogs 
went mad. Radies, howéver, seems 
to be as prevalent in the cooler 
months as it is the hottest season 
of the year. 

The only harm exposure to sun 
does is to burn the skin that has 
been protected from sun most of 
the year. To avoid sunburn, which 
is painful and sometimes serious, 
persons unaccustomed to exposure 


must err rather on the side of tim- 
idity in the. first week—=strictly 
timing the first exposures and lim- 
iting the duration of a sunbath to 
five or ten minutes forenoon and 
afternoon. After the first few” ? 
of this, if there is no° excessive 
reddening of the skin, the duration 
of exposure may be cautiously in- 
creased to 15 or 20 minutes twice 
daily, and thereafter gradually 
longer exposures. The idea is to 
avoid burning but to acquire a 
coat of tan. -Incidentally, taking 
internally a daily ration of vita- 
min D in any form, most conven- 
iently and pleasantly in irradiated 
yeast tablets, seems to help the 
tanning process. Vitamin D is the 
“sunshine vitamin”—irradiation 
with ultraviolet light (in snushine 
or from an artificial source) con- 
verts ergosterol in the skin into 
viostreral, vitamin D, just as irra- 
dition converts ergosterol in dried 
brewers yeast into viosterol, vita- 
min D. 4

Gainesville Mill Operator 
First To Voice Support of 
President’s Plan. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Estab- 
lishment of a minimum wage of 
$16 per week and a maximum 
week of 40 hours was urged today 
before the joint congressional com- 
mittee considering the Black-Con- 
nery wages-hours bill by Robert 
W. Johnson, president of Johnson 
& Johnson, surgical supplies man- 
ufacturers and operators of the 
Chicopee Mills at Gainesville, Ga. 

Mr. Johnson, the first industrial 
leader to appear in support of the 
Roosevelt administration’s latest 
effort to legislate fair labor stand- 
ards in interstate commerce, also 
urged that serious consideration be 
given proposals for setting up 
three major industrial codes for 
the nation, starting with a 30-hour 
week for Class A industries. 

“While it is a very fine thing,” 
he told the joint cémmittee, “to 
set a floor below which we must 
not go in weekly wage and to set 
a maximum number of hours be- 
yond which we may not operate, 
it does seem as if it might be wise 
to carry this a little farther. 

Different Codes. 

“Perhaps the commission which 
proposed to establish this bill, 
should consider three major codes 
for the nation, into which it might 
be possible to classify most com- 
mercial and industrial activities. 
We will call code A modern in- 
dustry; code B semi-modern in- 
dustry; code C backward industry. 
Code A would be a six-hour day 
and a 30-hour week. Code B a 
seven-hour day and a 35-hour 
week. Code C an eight-hour day 
and a 40-hour week. 

“One way to classify indus- 
tries which would be quite sim- 
ple, is to arrive at the percentage 
of labor in the cost of the final 
product. We might say, for ex- 
ample, that a product in which the 
labor element was less than 25 per 
cent would fall into code A and 
«should therefore go to the six-hour 
day and the 30-hour week at 
once. Products in which the la- 
bor content in the final cost was 
greater than 25 per cent but not 
in excess of 50 per cent would 
automatically fall into the B code 
and operate on the seven-hour day 
and the 35-hour week. Such prod- 
ucts as had a labor content in ex- 
cess of 50 per cent would fall into 
the code C and work an eight- 
hour day and a 40-hour week. But 
in this case the industry would be 
asked to get ready to move to the

Wage Scale Advocate. 


A dynamic personality, youth- 
ful and forceful’ in appearance, 
Mr. Johnson has long been iden- 
tified as perhaps the leading in- 
dustrial advocate of the standard 
wage hour scale. His testimony, 
lasting for more than two hours, 
was warmly received by members 
of the committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Hugo Black, of Alabama, and 
Representative William P. Con- 
nery, of Massachusetts. For nearly 
an hour after completing his for- 
mal statement members of the 
committee held hira on the stand 
questioning him closely on his 
economic views. 


The constitutional groundwork 
for the administration’s new at- 
tack on wage and hour legislation 
was laid by Assistant Attorney 
General Robert H. Jackson, who 
in a preliminary appearance be- 
fore the committee yesterday said 
th. bill would meet the test of the 
supreme court. He also sought to 
lay at rest fears of some members 
that the legislation had any con- 
nection with the invalidated NRA. 

“The whole purpose of the 
pending bill is to elevate the floor 
of wages in the country,” he 
said, 

Concern Expressed. 

Some concern had also been ex- 
pressed over the possibility of 
creating a new Mason-Dixon line 
growing out of a differential in 
wages between the north and 
south that might induce northern 
industries to move south i. search 
of lower labor costs. 


The assistant attorney general 
attempts to quell such fears with 
an expression of his belief that 
the proposed act’s very flexibility 
will operate to bring wages up in 
all sections to high standards. 

Touching on these and other re- 
lated subjects, Mr. Johnson today 
told the congressional body that 
the prosperity of American indus- 
try rested in its final analysis on 
the buying power of the nation, 
and increased buying power 
means full time factory operation 
and added employment to take 
people off relief rolls, he said in 
simple definition of the problem. 


“A number of authorities and 
economic analysts have pointed 
out,” said Mr. Johnson, “that if we 
could raise the pay of the under- 
privileged third of this country to 
even as small a degree as 10 per 
cent we would increase the buying 
power of the public tremendously; 
in fact, enough to put nearly all 


our factories into full-time oper- 


ation. Those of us who have had 
to do with this project for the last 
four or five years realize that a 
great many reasonably minded 
businessmen do resent and turn 
away from the notion of any form 
of federal control; at the same 
time organized business has fail- 
ed to come forward with any con- 
structive plan aimed toward the
